He enlisted again in 1759 
under Lieutenant Daniel Gripald of Captain Bishop’s Com- 
pany of Connecticut (Fishers regiment), discharged in 
December of same year at said time under General Simon.

In 1789, when 21 years of age he went to Oneida, N. Y., 
to work as assistant surveyor. He was called back to 
Killingsworth by reported sickness of his mother and there 
married the sister of Joseph Hill, of Essex, Conn. (Hannah 
Hill), and then with his wife emigrated to Lewis county, 
N. Y., in 1796. He was one of the first white settlers of 
that county, if not the first settler. He acquired 600 acres 
of land in the town of Leyden, Lewis county, upon which 
he lived for the balance of his life, and developed into a 
highly successful dairy farmer. He died July 14, 1852, and 
is buried in a private cemetery on his farm known as the 
Wilcox cemetery. 

Hannah Hill Wilcox was born in 1769, and died July, 
1823; she is buried in the Locust Grove cemetery, Lewis 
county, N. Y. 
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His second wife was Clarissa Boardman, of Lowville, who 
was born in 1791, and died in 1848. Buried in Wilcox 
cemetery.

He was elected justice of the 
peace and also sent to the legislature of that State for 4 
number of years. 

Largely through his vedio influence stich was the 
state of society then that when interrogated how long 
he had been acting as justice of the peace he replied, 
“ Fourteen years,” and added he had “ but four lawsuits.” 
The inquirer said ‘‘ Where have you lived —in Heaven?” 
He was more frequently called upon to perform the cere. 
mony of marriage than any minister of the gospel. His 
exhortations and prayers were so appropriate to the occa- 
sion that they produced a lasting and salutary effect on 
the well-being of the families. Hehadfoursons. As soon 
as the older ones were able to work they were put in the 
field. Once when the three oldest were mowing all ina 
row together, without any warning, a tree fell crushing 
the middle one to instant death. The oldest was Elisha, 
the second Joseph, and the third Adam; the fourth son, 
who was born after the death of Joseph, was named after 
him. Adam, the third son, married a lady named Esthe- 
Post, of Saybrook, about 1760, and had a family of five 
children, the eldest, Rebecca, died at the age of six years. 

Elisha was born 1767, and at the age of twenty-one he 
went to Oneida county, N. Y., to work as assistant sur- 
veyor. Another assistant, becoming jealous, unknown to 
Elisha, wrote a letter, directing it to him, stating that hi§ 
father had sent for him as his mother lay at the point of 
death, and that others of the family were sick. Elisha 
started immediately for Connecticut where, on his arrival, 
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he was amazed to find nothing had happened to cause such 
a letter. He soon after married Miss Hannah Hill, 
daughter of Elder Hill and sister of Colonel Joseph Hill, a 
gentleman well known in Essex. 

They moved to Leyden, Lewis county, N. Y., in 1796, when 
it was all a wilderness, and lodged under their cart until 
they could buill a log cabin. On the Fourth of July they 
had potatoes from one hill by their door. They now pros- 
pered in their secular affairs. They had seven children, 
and one of the eldest, a promising little daughter, when 
eleven months old, was choked with a small piece of bees- 
wax and died in a few hours. The two sons, William and 
Elisha, and daughter, Jane, afterward Mrs. Davis, all lived 
to have families of their own. The remaining three, beau- 
tiful young ladies, all died with pulmonary consumption. 

Jesse, the fourth child of Adam Wilcox, came to 
Leyden in 1797, to assist his brother, and later having found 
a company going to Lowville he decided to accompany 
them. There were two or three families in the company, 
among them Captain Rogers and family and H#lisha 
Stevens and family, and several young men. They loaded 
a large scow with provisions, furniture and tools. A little 
below the high falls in Black river two men in a small boat 
attached to it with a rope started to tow it into the current 
for downstream, but the scow was so heavily loaded that 
they could not start it, and fearing they should be drawn 
into the vortex under the falls they cut the rope to save 
themselves. Then the company became almost overcome 
with fear as the scow continued to leave the wharf and 
drift toward the roaring cataract. For some seconds the 
young men stood aghast, the women and children began to 
weep and cry aloud, for they saw no help to keep them 
from perishing inthe swollenriver. Just at this extremity 
Jesse Wilcox and Bela Rogers, each grasped a handspike 
and placing them on one side of the scow, and with all 
their strength put to in order to check the progress up 
to the whirlpool under the falls. Their efforts were so 
successful as to encourage the other men that they came 
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to the rescue, and in a few moments, with hard labor, the 
scow began to move down the current of the river. 

About sundown they reached the creek that runs through 
Lowville into Black river and rowed up the creek as far as 
they could with the loaded scow. One man took a horn 
and another a guh and came to a shanty which had been 
occupied by Some surveyors, lighted a fire and blowed the 
horn. The others gathered all necessary articles and fol- 
lowed on. Jesse Wilcox picked up a bundle, tied in 4 
blanket, and carried it over a dark path blocked by fallen 
trees and through underbrush, following the sound of the 
horn. On his atrival at the shanty and when the bundle 
was opened, he found he had a complete set of dishes and 
bed furnishings, feather bed and all. The next day they 
fotind one small building in Lowville where arrangements 
were made to put up a mill on the banks of the creek. 

Jesse Wilcox went up to what is known as Stow Square. 
Moses Waters had located there and begun improvements 
in the wilderness. Jesse Wilcox located 200 acres on the 
north side of Waters’ land, and then went back to his 
brother’s horhe, where he remained wntil fall when he 
journeyed back to Connecticut on foot. Early in the spring 
of 1799. accompanied by his father and sister, he went back 
and built a shanty and commenced to clear off the land, 
and selected a spot and built a log house for the family. 
Then they went back to Connecticut, loaded a sled drawn 
by two yoke of oxen, which was driven by the aged father, 
Adam Wilcox, and the younger brother, Roswell. Jesse 
took a sleigh, one pair of horses, and with his mother and 
sister followed, and in a short time they overtook the 
others and then hurried forward and arrived at their des- 
tination in 1800, and settled on the land he had located at 
Stow Square. 

The father and mother lived with Jesse until they died. 
The father died in his ninety-fifth year in 1829, and the 
mother in 1822. Rebecca, the sister, married Moses 
Waters. Roswell, the youngest brother, took sixty acres 
on the south side of the farm on which he built a house; he 
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married Irene Nicolson in 1802. They had thirteen chil- 
dren born to them. The oldest son, Daniel, was born 
September, 1803. 

According to family tradition Adam Wilcox served in 
the Revolutionary War. 

Charles D. Wilcox, now living at Port Leyden, states 
that he lived with his grandfather, Elisha, until he (Chas.) 
was sixteen years of age, and often heard his grandfather 
_relate the following story of the hardships of the revolu- 

.tionary period: 

His father, Adam, being in the service he (Elisha), the 
eldest son, then a boy of ten or twelve years, was working 
iin the fields with their only team, when a company of 
English soldiers passed by the house and took the team 

from him leaving the family to get along as best they 
could. 


A diligent search of the records of the men serving in 


the Army of the Revolution from the State of Connecticut, 
has resulted in finding no evidence to corroborate this 
tradition. 

It is assumed that he may have enlisted in some ad- 
joining State. 
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
